REPORT OP TABDINKSS. 


Tn the Public Schools of Decatur *or the 


Week Ending Nov. 24, 1882. 


On yesterday afternoon the "Woman's 
'rivate Sanitarium," or private hospital, 
established, owned aud managed by Drs. 
W. J. and Coss Chenoweth and Dr. A. R. 


mall, was formally opened for the recep- 
ion and treatment of only female patients. 


L reporter wns shown through the home- 
ike, two-story brick structure, which is 
ocated on the south side ot East Wood 
street, and is within a few feet of St 
tlary's Hospital. The Sanitarium build- 
ng, beneath which is a large cellar, stands 
ipon the west side of a large lot having a 
rontage of % feet and 180 feet deep. The 
property cost the present owners nearly 
52500, and 31,000 more were expended in 
itting up the establishment ready for the 
reception of patients. 
The Sanitarium 


contains nine comfortably 
appointed 


rooms, which have been papered elegantly 
jy Abel & Locke, and are finished in a 
iionie-like manner. Each room is nicely 
carpeted, has a single bed with woven 
wire springs anil mattresses, rocking and 
cane bottom chairs, a wash-stand, mirror, 
and a library lamp and other comforts. 
The reception room is at the right of the 
entrance to the establishment. The floor 
of this room is-eovered with Brussels car- 
pet, and is furnished with elegantly up- 
holstered easy chairs aud settees, and at 
the windows are hung expensive lace 
curtains 
All the rooms in the building 


are kept comfortable by a Baltimore 
heater placed in the reception room, theie 
being a register in each of the other eight 
rooms. The rear room, which is about 
12x15 feet in dimensions, will be used 
exclusively as an operating room when 
required. 


Such is a brief description of the Sani- 


tarium as it now stands. It is an attrac- 
tive place and can be enlarged at any time, 
as there is plenty of space at the com- 
mand of the proprietors of the institution. 


THE O11JECT.S. 


The need of a private Sanitarium in 


Decatur for the more satisfactory treat- 
ment of afllicted women in the city and 
from a distance, has long been felt, and 
therefore the gentlemen named, who are 


11 well known in this and other comrauni- 
es as physicians and surgeons of ac- 
nowledged skill and respectability, cou- 
iLved the idea of providing the city with 
first-class Sanitarium, such as has been 
artially described. 
Here any woman 


'ho is afflicted and desires skilled treat- 
lent, and even better nursing and utten- 
lon than if she were at Iw own home, 
an be accommodated on the payment of 
easonnhle charges for services rendered. 
The Sisters of Ht. Francis, from St. Mary's 
lospital, have been engaged to attend 
patients who may go to the Sanitarium 
or treatment, and till patients will be 
irovided with meals prepared by nurses 
whose lives are devoted to caring for the 
ick. It frequently occurs that women 
ome to Decatur from a distance to have
